Kramer, chief spon­ 
sor of a bill requiring districts to 
provide the extended bus services, 
gave the COP the choice of put­ 
ting the amendments on bills to 
raise both teachers’ salaries and 
school subsidies or a minor bill 
which makes a technical change 
in the school law to accommodate 
the new Board of Education.
